In both theſe Places great Numbers have been cured; as appears from their print 
Accounts, under the Care, and by the Charitable Aſſiſtance of Dr. Alexander Stuart 
phi rg to Her Maſeſty, Dr. George Lewis Teiffier, Phyſician to His Majeſty's Houſhol® 
and Dr. William Waſey, as Phyſicians ; and Ambroſe Dickins, and Claudius Amyand, Efe 
Serjeant Surgeons to His Majeſty, and William Cheſelden, Eſq; Surgeon to Her Majeſty 
as principal Surgeons, and Mr, James Wilkie as Surgeon in Ordinary. - 7 
Theſe Gentlemen were all Subſcribers to this Charity; and to their concurring Labourg

Dr. Stuart, Dr. Maſey, Dr. Broxholme, Dr. Burton, and Dr. Roſs, who are all Govern 
ours, have conſented to be the acting Phyſicians there, without Fee or Reward ; rhe 
Patients are viſited by them 3 Times a Week, they all meet there every Saturday toge 
ther, and they attend by Rotation every Wedreſday Morning at 9 to examine the Path 
ents that are recommended. | l 


a Mr. | Serjeants Dickins and Amyand, and Mr. Cheſelden, have conſented to be principal 
Surgeons, and Mr. Wilkie and Mr. Middleton are the Surgeons in Ordianary : These 
entlemen are alſo Governouts, and ſerve without Fee or Reward. 2, 


Several eminent Div ines have agreed to attend the Patients daily, for their Spiritual 
Comfort and Inſtruction; and two of the Governours are Weekly appointed, who attend 
every Day as Viſitors to hear Complaints, and to ſee the Orders of the Board punCtually 


As the Buſineſs of this Hoſpital hath been too much for the Governours to manage in 4 
Body, they have appointed ſeveral Committees, who all Act with that Zeal, Iategrityg 
and Application as become Men who have only in View the Honour and Service of Al- 
mighty God, the publick Happineſs and Proſperity of their Country, and the Support 
and Relief of their fellow Creatures in Diſtreſs. 


N. B. The great Numbers of Oljects that daily offer, are ſufficient to ſhew the Uſefulneſs 
and Neteſſity of Hoſpitals of this Rind: And tho Guy's Hoſpital, a noble Endowment, 
hath been lately erected, yet more are ſtill viſibly wanted: And tis hoped the Example of 
theſe Gentlemen may be a Means to induce other well-diſpoſed Perſons to make this Rind 
f Charity more diffuſive, and extend it to other Parts of the Kingdom. | 


P. S. As the Phyſicians attend every Wedneſday Morning punQually at Nine, the Con- 
tributors to this Charity are deſired to direct the Patients to be there at that Hour, the 
Board having made an Order that none ſhall be received after Ten. 
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
